High Prices for Personal Relics—New- 
ton’s Tooth and Napoleon’s Hat. 
From the London Standard. 

The low prices which personal relics bring 
nowadays, compared with what was cheer- 
fully paid for them forty or fifty years ago, is, 
we think,a sign that publie taste is improving. 
For instance, 2 tooth of Sir Isaac Newten 
was sold in 1816 for the sum of £730. Doubt- 
less this is small compared with the £50,009 
which the King of Pegu offered the Por- 
tuguese as the ransom of Buddha’s tooth, 
now in the Temple of Adam’s Peak, in Cey- 
lon. But the one bit of dentine is of much 
the same value as the other, for though an 
Owen can reproduce a mastodon or a me- 
gatherium from a single tooth, the most 
learned amateur would fail .to discover any- 
thing to distinguish a molar of the author of 


the “Principia” from that extracted 
from the jaw of the veriest clod- 
hopper that ever ate bacon. The 


hat worn by Napoleon I, at the battle of Ey- 
lau Was sold in 1835 for 1,920f, though ata re- 
cent sale numerous relics of the Emperor 
brought mere trifles. The ivory arm-chair 
presented to Gustavus Adolphus by the obse- 
quious city of Lubeck was sold in 1825 for 58, 
000 florins, While the coat worn by Charles 
XII. at the battle of Pultown fetched at a sale 
the same year the enormous sum of 561,000f. 
The two pens employed in signing the treaty 
of Amiens were also disposed of in that vear 
offunwisdcom, for £500. A wig belonging to 
Sterne brought 200 guineas, though one of 
which had formerly covered the head of Kant 
Was not assessed by his countrymen at more 
than the same number of franés. „ Voltaire’s 
cane realized at an auction 500f., a waistcoat 
belonging to Rousseau 920f., and his pinch- 
beck watch nearly halfas much. The Paris- 
ian caricaturist, it is true, still represents the 
Englishman chipping the Parthenon or whit- 
tling the bark of the tree under which some 
famous person sat, or upon Which some infa- 


mous one was hanged. But such an 
Englishman is now a relie-hunter of au- 
very humble order. Even the lit- 


the cabinets of locks of hair, which were at 
one time so fashionable, seem to have disap- 
peared, and with the exception of the Ash- 
modean, and a few, other Old World collec- 
tions, public museums are rapidly getting rid 
of the rubbish which once encumbered them.

A Russian can 
afford to run no risks of r when he 
leaves his house for a walk or drive. He cov- 
ers his head and ears withafur bonnet, his 
feet and legs with felt boots lined with wool 
or fur, which are drawn on over the ordinary 
boots and trousers and up to the knees; he 
next cloaks himself in an ample top-coat with 
fur collar, lining and cuffs; and he buries his 
hands in a pair of fingerless gloves of seal or 
hear-skin. Thus equipped, and with the collar 
of coat raised all round so that it mufiles him 


* 


nose to the cold air; and he takes care fre- 

uently to sty that organ a little rub to keep 
the circulation going. A stranger, who is apt 
to forget that precaution, would often get hi: 
nose irozenif it were not for the courtesy of 
the Russians, who will always warn him it 
they see to his nose “whitening,” and will, un- 
bidden, help him to chafe it vigorously with 
snow. In Russian cities walking is just possi- 
ble for men during winter, but hardly so for 
ladies. The women of the lower orders wear 
knee boots; those of the shopkeeping classes 
seldom venture out at all; those of the aristoc- 
recy go out in sleighs. These sleighs are by 
no means pleasant vehicles for nervous peo- 
ple, forthe Kalmuccoachmen drive them at 
such a terrific pace that they frequently cap- 
size; but persons not destitute of pluck find 
their motion most enjoyable. It must be added 
that to be spilled out of a Russian sleigh is 
tantamount only to getting a rough tumble on 
a soft mattress, for the very thick furs in 
which the victimis sure to be wrapped will 
be enough to break the fall. .The houses and 
hovels of the Russian working classes are as 
well warmed as those of the uristocracy. A 
stove is always the principal item of furniture 
in them, and these contrivances are used to 
sleep on as well as to cook in. The mujick, 


having no bed, curls himself up on his 
stove at his time for Loing to 
rest. Sometimes he may be found creep- 


ing right into the stove and enjoying the de- 
lights of a good vapor bath. The amount of 
heat which a Russian will stand is amazing, 
and his carlessness in facing the cold after- 
wards not less so. On a Saturday, whieh is 
‘washing day all over Russia, you may see in 
any Village a mujick, who has been cooking 
himself in his stove till he is of a color like 


roll himself in it like a dog till he glows all 
over to his satisfaction. It seems monstrous 
that one of the Russian’s principal protections 
against the cold—his beard—was laid under 
penalty by Peter the Great and subsequently 
by Elizabeth and Catherine II., when they 
were trying to civilize their subjects according 
to the customof the West. These three sove- 
reigns all laid a tax on beards; and peasants 
entering cities on market days were required 
to exhibit, in proof that they had paid their 
tux, a brass coin stamped with a bearded face 
and the words “boroda lignaia tiagota” (the 
beard tax has been settled). This absurd im- 
position was abolished by Paul, but the effeets 
of it still survive in a manner, for the beard is 
still considered “bad form“ in aristocratic 
circles. Military officers wear only moustache 
and whiskers; diplomatists and other civil 
servants eschew the whiskers and generaily 
reap their faces altogether. A Russian with a 
beard is pretty sure to be either a “*pope” or 
a member of one of the classes below the up- 
per middle. 


The Late Auguste Blanqui. 
From the London Telegraph. 

The old Revolutionist, who had been for 

some time past in failing health. has a mild 
and benevolentaspect, in striking contrast to 
preconceived notions of the man who preaeh- 
ed nothing but force and mob tyranny. He 
was of the middle height, and exceedingly 
thin and emaciated; but he was quick in his 
movements, and walked with a regularity and 
at a pace that often led the ourriers to remark 
that he was propelled by a spring. Blanqui’s 
hold on the people was wonderful. His feeble 
voice and his white locks inspired his hearers 
with sympathy, and when he only did so after 
mature throught, and with an air of convic- 
tion that always told. The old atheist never 
could have excused himselfon the score of 
hastiness and want of reflection, forhe was 
bold and deliberate in word as in gesture. 
Those who beheld him at the demonstration 
over the tomb of Flourens, at Pere Lachaise, 
will never forget the sight. Blanqui was de- 
livering an address, When suddenly a terrible 
thunderstorm burst overhead. A drenching 
rain soon wetted the bystanders to the askin 
and was accompanied by flashes of lightning 
and deafening rolls of thunder. ‘Suddenly one 
flash, more vivid than the others, blinded the 
crowd for the moment; but Blanqui stood re- 
garding it fixedly, as if he would seize it. 
Then, with a gesture of despair, he shook his 
fist atthe heavens and defied, Him Whom 
Voltaire called the Supreme Being.” The act 
was characteristic of the man. 
Blanqui, who hated the classical education 
that he had himself received, brought his son 
up as a peasant, a hewer of wood and a draw- 
er of water. For years he would not have him 
even taught to read, saying, Ile will be hap- 
pier without it.“ He was most primitive and 
simplein his mode of life, never touched 
wine, coffee or any beverage but water, and 
fed on herbs, lettuce and fruit. Of peaches 
he was particularly fond. Blanqui had a 
wholesome taste for fresh air, and never 
closed his windows night or day at any season 
of the year. His bed was placed right under 
his open window, andin the depth of winter 
the snowflakes fell on his face as he lay undis- 
turbed in a sound sleep. Blanqui married 
young. His wife was a favorite pupil, and 
they had enjoyed seven years of happmess 
when, after one of his conspiracies, he found 
himself condemned to life-long imprisonment. 
Madame Blanqui drooped and wasted away, 
and at the end of the first year of separation 
she died. Her husband has placed on record 
the agony and suspense which he endured in 
his solitary confinement, while his wife was 
slowly perishing; and then, he exclaims, 
„came four whole vears in the solitude of the 
cell, with the phantom of her who was no 
more. Such has been my punishment, alone 
as I was in this ‘Inferno’ of Dante.” I ought 
to add that the editor of the Ni Dieu ni Maitre 
was also the author of that remarkable work, 
“L’Eternite par Les Astres,” which would as- 
tonish many of Blanqui’s disciples. The man 
certainly was made up of contradictions.

The Reappearance of the Once Famous 
Contralto. 


Lucy H.Hooper’s Paris Letter to Phil.-Telegraph. 


The past week has been signalized in the 
world of art by the reappearance of Madame 
Alboni before a Parisian audience. The great 
contralto bade adieu to the publie many years 
ago, while she was stillin possession of her in- 
comparable voice. Some say that it was fine ar- 
tistic feeling that induced her to withdraw from 
the stage before Time had set a single claw- 
mark on the golden velvet of that glorious con- 
tralto; others declare that it was sheer lazi- 
ness that induced this amiable, indolent Ital- 
iun to retire into the shades of private life. I 
am myself inclined to the latter opinion. She 
was married and liked @omestic life; she had 
amassed a large fortune and did not need to 
continue her career. Andit is very seldom 
that she will consent to sing, even at a bene- 
fit performance. The one given last 
Thursday was for the benefit of the Dramatic 
Association, and Alboni could not refuse to 
lend her aid. It took place at the Grand 


Opera. The programme was extensive and 
varied. One act of Aida was given by the ar- 


tists of the opera and one actof La Kori- 
zane (the new ballet) as well. Then.the Com- 
edie Franchise sent Croizette, Delaunay and 
Samary to play L’Etincelle, and there were 
recitations by the two Coquelins, and Gail- 
hard and Lassalle sang some of their finest 
urias, and Judie profaned the artistic echoes of 
the house with **Le Chanson du Colonel.” But 
the great sensation of the evening was the en- 
trance of Alboni. She came in leaning on the 
arm of Lassalle. Her dress was the simplest 
*possible evening toilette of black gauze, set off 
by a few diamond ornaments. She scarcely 
looks her age (she is fifty-seven), and is not so 
stout she used to be in her 
blooming and exuberant prime. 
And, curious to relate, she was frightened— 
the great Alboni.was as nervous as a pupil of 
the conservatoire on the night of her first ap- 
pearance. She cut out half of her first aria 
irom sheer lack of self-possession, and it was 
a pity, for it was the lovely strain from Vac- 
caj’s Romeo Giulietta, wherein Romeo sum-

The upper notes, too, are shrill and 
tuneless, but that grand lower register still 
preserves the organ-like fullness of tone and 
unforced spontaneous quality that were its 
great charms in by-gone years. 


Melikoff’s Clemency. 
From the Rooski Courier of Moscow. 

YENESAISK [mid-Siberia,] November, 1880. 
—*Again political exiles are arriving,“ is the 
word in every mouth. Nine have just arrived; 
of these six were exiled from Moscow by 
Count Albedinsky, and are under orders to 
proceed further inland. Forthe moment they 
are exposed to our murderous climate. We 
have no mercy to expect—we are forgotten,” 
they say tothe peopie. Having lost all hope 
of returning to Russia they are most despond- 
ent. We Siberians have seen many exiles 
during our life, but we have never seen such 
grief, such tears, such hopelessness, as pre- 
sented by these nine exiles, who do not know 
their crime, who do not know how long they 
are exiled for and where their destination lies, 
and who must not write a werd in their 
letters about their condition. A com- 
monconvict knows what he is transported 
for; his term of imprisonment is told him by 
his jailor. . These wretched polititical prison- 
ers know nothing. They are left in dark 
anxiety and despair. From another place a 
political exile writes: „The arrival of a fresh 
exile from Russia has completely unhinged 


me. I work as a smith receiving « shilling a 
day. When I earn nothing [ live on potatoes 


and onions. When I work in the field I often 
think of the luxurious days of my childhood, 
when I had no thought of labor.” “Every- 
where at Balagansk,“ one writes, “may be 
seen anguish, and, what is worse, actual star- 
vation. At Popitch the exiles have no money 
to live on. At Beisk there is a student glad to 
earn 15 shillings a month. At Vernkoyarsk 
twelve exjles live huddled together in a tent. 
These are often without food.” 


Disorder in the House.

Ina subsequent speech he said: “T 
will not speak of the time when Dawson, of 
Louisiana, drew a bowie-knife for my assas- 
sination. I was afterward speaking with re- 
gard to a certain transaction in which negroes 
were concerned in Georgia, when Mr. Black, 
of Georgia, raising his bludgeon and standing 
in front of my seat said to me, ‘If you repeat 
that language again I will knock you down.’ 
It was asolemn moment for me. I had never 
been knocked down, and having some curiosi- 
ty on the subject I repeated the language, 
when Mr. Dawson, of Louisiana, the same 
who had drawn the bowje-knife, placed his 
hand on his pocket and said, with an oath 
which I will not repeat, that he would shoot 
me, at the same time coéking the pistol so 
that all around me could hear the click.“ In 
the same year ascene occurred in the House 
between Mr. Sherman, of Ohio, (now Secre- 
tary Sherman) and Mr. Wright, of Tennessee. 
Sherman tried to throw a handful of wafers 
in Wright’s face, when Wright made an at- 
tempt to strike him. Confusion and excitement 

evailed for a moment, but were soon al- 
ayed.

His outdoor life, which is 
all warfare and fierce excitement, gives no clue 
to his tastes. The house in the Cite Males- 
herbs is simply an old cusiosity shop of the 
richest and rarest treasures of the past. Roche- 
fort is a collector. He may think discord in 
polities; ‘but all his feeling is.fer the harmo- 
nies of art. Dear to him the green of a 
half-mouldy bronze; and there is too much 
reason to fear that he greatly prefers the rust 
stain on a piece of old armor to the red of the 
revolutionary flag. The dealers know his 
whereabouts and b him their best from 
every part of Paris. s mornings are spent 
in close examination of their wares; he begins 
literally as soon as his eyes open, and* rum- 
mages for an hour or two long before he gives 
himself time to dress or, must the truth be 
told, to wash. The lower part of his house is 
more like a wareroom than a dwelling; and 
here you may sometimes find as much 
as 100,000 frances’ worth of pictures, statues 
and brie-a-brac waiting to be passed by this 
keen connoisseur and then to be transferred 
up stairs. A glance at one of these pictures 
may help you to understand the rage about 
Goya if it should happen to be that artist's 
buflfight, which is now in M. Rochefort’s 
hands. In another corner, perhaps, is 2 terra- 
cotta bust of Lafontaine, by Hou Olly which as 
M. Rochefort explains came to him in «a piti- 
able state, all covered with white paint, and 
is now being restored under his superintend- 
ence. A Dutch picture ‘of the seventeenth 
century may next attract the attention and the 
owner will give you its points with learned en- 
thusiasm. Old chairs, old sofas—everything be- 
longing to the picturesque past enters equally 
into his category of tastes. The other 
day he recovered, by a miracle, a fine bed- 
stead in wrought iron, on which he had re- 
posed during the troubled time of ,his fight 
with the Empire, and which was sold off with 
his other effects When he was transported af- 
ter the Commune. It is one of the pleasura- 
ble duties of his life to get back the treasures 
which were then remorselessly dispersed un- 
der the auctioneer’s hammer. They are com- 
ing in slowly, but surely, as most of them are 
so rare that it is pretty easy to trace them from 
hand to band. Victor Hugo has been doing 
the same thing for vears, to make good the 
loss of household gods occasioned by his sud- 
den flit after the coup-d’etat. It is a common 
experience with public man in France. 

But to see what use Rochefort makes of 
these things we must go up stairs to the stu- 
dio. The house it should be said, is one of a 
number built for artistsin a retired cite, closed 
with gates at either end. There is no thor- 
oughtare, so the place is as snugly private as 
though it were fifty miles out of town. Roch- 
fort ound it out through a friend, on his re- 
turn from his long Swiss exile.’ He had pe- 
culiar wants, and this exactly met them. He 
demanded quiet, as a matter of course, and, 
with this, a big workshop. He is a peripa- 
tetic in composition. He is! in the habit of 
walking to and fro in the exatement of writ- 
ing, and his articles mignt be estimated like

inavery literal sense. Itis inthe heart of 
one of the artists’ quarters near the Boule- 
vard de Clichy and not far from the studio of 
Gerome. Although Rochefort has Been there 
some six or eight months, he is still not half 
installed. The continual influx of new furni- 
ture prevents any settled arrangement. His 
arm-chairs are numerous and select, and he 
has more than one brilliant sofa; but as yet 
the mass of cusiosities fills rather than fur- 
nishes the place. Comfort will come by and 
by as it did at Geneva, where he had only few- 
er treasures, and where, if one may judge of a 
painting exhibited by his son-in-law in last 
year’s Salon, he managed to secure for himself 
an execedingly pleasant home. 


Tea Culture in India. 

From the New York Times. 
Tea-planting in India has not been altogeth- 
er the great success which those who believe in 
the vastness of the undeveloped riches of that 
country anticipated a few years ago. There is 
lenty of tea grown throughout Assam in the 
Jehra Doon, the Kangra Valley and other dis- 
tricts lying in the neighborhood of the Himal- 
ayan range, but somehow it has not sueceeded 
in commanding a market of the same value 
and extent as the Chinese teas. Nevertheless, 
in the opinion of tea experts, many of the Indi- 
an teas, are as good as,if not really better than, 
the majority of Chinese teas. The “pekoes” 
produced in the neighborhood of Darjeeling 
and in the Kangra Valley possess a flavor of 
great glelicacy, and there are certain Assam 
samples which can challenge favorable com- 
arison with many superior classes of tea pro- 
duced in the flowery land. The Government 
of India, which is in the habit of dry-nursing 
young industries—a system which creates 
special Commissionerships, Inspectorships, 
Superintendentships, and other very lucrative 
appointments for favored Europeans—has giv- 
en a good deal of attention to the devel- 
opment of the tea trade. It has encouraged 
the industry not only in Assam and through- 
out the fertile valleys lying among the lower 
Himalayan slopes, but has gone to considera- 
ble expense in making experiments in tea- 
eens in the Wynaad and certain other hil- 

y regions lying in the Northwest of the Ma- 
dras Presidency. ‘There is now evidence that 
the Indian tea-planters intend to do something 
for themselves. Believing in the excellent 
quality of their teas, they have resolved to 
find a wider market for the fruits of their in- 
dustry. Telegraphic information sent from 
Calcutta to London announces that the syndi- 
cate foraned by the Tea-planter’s Association 
have determined to try to push their business 
beyond England and the Continent,and to come 
over to Canada and the United States. With this 
intention they are about to dispatch a delegate 
to this country with instructions to interview 
our tea merchants, and by the production of 
samples, endeavor to prove to them that Indi- 
un teas are as good as Ceylon, Chinese, South 
African, or ony other kind of teas.

CO-OPERATION IN DRESS. 


Kate Field’s Plan for Cheap Clothing 
ö for Women. 
From the New York Tribune. 


The organization of a Ladies’ Co-operatiy. 
Dress Association in this city, Which has thus 
far not met with success, is now to have the 
aid of Mr.Pulbrooke, of London, who was in- 
strumental in founding the Ladies’ Dress Ax. 
sociation of that city two years ago. Mr. Pul- 
brooke arrived in New York from England 
last Wednesday, and will undrtake the entire 
labor of organizing the association here at the 
request of Miss Kate Field, as it was thought 
that this preliminary work could not be ac- 
complished without the aid of an experienced 
hand. A reporter of the Tribune called upon 
Mr. Pulbrooke yesterday morning at the Eitth 
Avenue Hotel. 

“We have two distinct systems in Eng- 
land,” he said, one which originated in the 
North among the operatives in large manm— 
facturing towns, and the other upon which 
the societies in London are founded. It the 
foimer case the capital is subscribed by the 
shareholders, who get their regular profit, but 
the stores are open to the publie and the 
goods sold at the ordinary price. At the end 
of the year the profits are divided among the 
customers in proportion to their purchases, 
The method pursued in London differs only 
in this, that the goods are sold at a reduced 
price, at a profit which only just covers ex- 
penses, and only the shareholders, or those 
who hold life-tickets, are permitted to enjoy 
the advantages of the association.“ 

„What societies are there in London?“ 

“There are two principal. ones—the Army 
and Navy Co-operative Society, and the Civil 
Service Supply Association. They have been 
in existence about ten years, and last year the 
sales of each amounted to nearly $10,000,000), 
One, of which the capital was only $10,000, has 
by the accumulation of an average net protit 
of only three per cent, raised a working eapi- 
tal of over $1,000,000, and its $-shares- bring 
$375 each. ‘The shares in another, the interest 
of which is restricted to five per cent, now 
obtain 500 and 400 per cent premium for the 
privilege of dealing with the store.“ | 
“What has been the success of the Ladies’ 
Dress Association?!“ 

„It has been wonderful. Although the As- 
sociation was founded only two vears ago, we 
have been obliged already to restrict our bus 
ness for lack of room.“ 

„Is the business restricted to materials of 
dress?” : 

“Not entirely. Our supply consists of dress 
materials and the designs ior making them up, 
mantles, hosiery, fancy goods, millinery, laces, 
underwear, boots and shoes, household linen, 
and in fact everything kept at a first-class dry 
goods store, at prices considerably below those 
demanded by any of the retail stores.

An election used to be held annu- 
ally for members of the board and occasional 
reports were made of the financial condition 
of thefund. Of late, however, the Police 
Comunissioners have assumed control of the 
money and the disposition of it. No election 
has been held for several years. When the Na- 
tional Bank of the State of Missouri 
failed it was reported that the police relief 
fund was deposited there and a loss was anti- 
cipated. Nothing definite is known as to the 
N condition of the fund, but it is be- 
ieved to amount to between $7,000, and 
$8,000. Disbursements are made for sick and 
for funerals. The insurance fund is separate. 
This is in the form of a death benefit. The 
officers tax themselves #2 apiece for every 
death and the amount goes to the heirs of the 
deecased. : 

It is now proposed to have a regularly in- 
corporated society With a board composed of 
one representative from the Chief’s office, one 
from the captain’s, two from the Sergeants’ 
und two from each district of the rank of pa- 
trolman. The plan contemplates a President, 
Vice-President, Secretary and Treasurer. The 
two last to give bonds and receive salaries. 
The fund is to be created by a monthly de- 
duction of 111-3 per cent from the pay of each 
member of the society. This would take #4 a 
month from the chief: $2 from the captains, 
+1 30 from the sergeants, $1 from the patrol- 
men, and so on. 

Membership is to be left optional with mem- 
bers of the force and with the society. No one 
need join, no one may join without being 
passed upon by a committee. As regards the 
disposition of the money half pay is to be al- 
lowed during sickness and also upon retire- 
ment or disability sustained in the service. 
There is also «a death benefit. The scheme is 
quite an elaborate one and all the details have 
not been fully arranged. The plan is to be so

BOGUS BUTTER. 


A Petition to Congress Now in Circu- 
lation in This City. 

The adulteration of butter of which the 
Post-DISPATCH has had considerable to say 
is attracting widespread attention and an 
effort is being made to have Congress take 
action in the matter. The following is the 
heading of a petition which reached here yes- 
terday and which is to be signed by produce 
dealers interested in the genuine article: 

We, the undersigned, produce dealers of St. 
Louis, believing that the present system of 
selling adulterated butter for genuine is an in- 
jury to the producer, dealer, consumer and 
shipping interest of the country, would re- 
spectiully request that your association, rep- 
resenting as it does the dairy interests of the 
whole country and formed to protect and ad- 
vance the same, bring this matter 2 


before the United States Congress, and that a 
national law be passed compelling all 
parties, whether manufacturers, wholesale 


or 1etail dealers, to properly brand or mark in 
large, plain Roman letters every package or 
wrapper inelosing such adulterations or im- 
mitations, and inasmuch as reports are being 
continually received from. abroad that this 
adulteration of American butter has so unset- 
tled the confidence of Europeans as to materi- 
ailv lessen the demand for the buiter of this 
country we would ask for the passage of a law 
that shall make it obligatory upon all shippers 
of lard adulteration to enter at the Custom— 
house under the proper commercial naine all 
such substances exported. 

Copies of this petition are being cireulated 
in all parts of the country. ‘They are ad- 
dressed to Francis D. Moulton, the mutual 
friend” of Tilton and Beecher, now filling a 
more useful sphere as President of the Inter- 
national Dairy Farm Association.

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MYRA CLARK GAINES. 


The Great American Litigant and Her 
Suit in the United States Court. 


In the United States Circuit Court to-mor- 
row the wrongs of the great and romantic 
American litigant, Mrs. Myra Clark Gaines, 
will be legally ventilated before Judge Treat. 
The lady is endeavoring to obtaina goodly 


portion of suburban St. Louis, and in support 
of her claim she sets forth. that she was born 
at New Orleans in 1806, the only child in law- 
ful wedlock of Daniel and Marie Zuline 
Clark. Her father died at New 
Orleans in 1813, and by his last 
willjof that pear he devised all his estate to 
her. This will was probated in 1870. The claim- 
ant was known as Myra Davis and she lived with 
the family of Samuel B. Dayis in New Or- 
leans from her earliest childhood. In 1812 
when she was a little girl of six years the 
Davis famity removed to Philadelphia and lit- 
tle Myra accompanied them. In 
1832 she was married to William 
W. Whitney, and lived with him until 1838, 
when he died. The lady entered the, matri- 
monial state a second time in 1845, uniting 
her fortunes with Major-General Edmund C. 
Gaines. ‘The Major-General died in 1858, and 
and the plaintiff became a widow again. U 


in ignorance of the fact that 
she was the daughter and 
sole devisee of Daniel Clark. At that time 
there were developments justifying a visit to 
New Orleans for the purpose of proving the 
will, which would establish the title. The 
effort Wasa persistent one, 
several years, and in 1870ethe object was ac- 
complished. The Supreme Court of the 
United States, in 1868, rendered a 
decree declaring Mrs. Gaines to 
be the legitimate child and universal legatee 
of Daniel Clark. Shortly after the death of 
her father Richard Relf and Beverly Chew, 
acting as executors under «a will dated 1811, 
undertook. the management of the Clark es- 
tate, and they appointed Samuel Hammond, 


of Missouri, their agent for the; sale 
of lands in St. Louis. Hammond 
did sell the St. Louis property and failed 


to account for the money received $6,841 80. 
A suit followed for recovery of this sum and 
the sheriff sold under an execution against 
Hammond about 240 acres of land north of 
Olive street and King’s Highway. The exee- 
utors of the Clark estate were the purehasers 
and vears subsequent the Hammond _ heirs 
sued for the recovery of the land obtaining 
judgment in 1879. 

Mrs. Gaines became acquainted with all these 
facts in 1879, and she at once took steps to re- 
cover from the Hammond estate the amount 
due her father’s estate. Hammond abscond- 
ed in 1824. He was insolvent and died some 
years later in Carolina. Letters of adminis- 
tration were taken out in the St. Louis Pro- 
bate Court in 1879. 

The lady’s claims will be urged in the 
United states Court to-morrow by Britton A. 
Hill and the defense in the nature of the stat- 
ute of limitations will be set up by G. W. 
Cline.

Funeral of Young Philip Krieger this 


Morning. 


The Last Sad Scene in the Ex-Cashier’s 
Career. 


There is a house on Garrison and Franklin 
avenues, a large and aristocratic mansion with 
un vir of peace and happiness about it which 
its interior utterly believes. The doors of 
that house have swung open for a year past 
only to admit bearers of ill-tidings. Bank- 
ruptcy, dishonor and remorse have taken up 
their abode there, and to-day at half-past 10 
the cold form of the prodigal who has bowed 
his old father’s head far toward the ground 
and ruined so many who trusted him, was 
borne out in a coffin and passed along toa 
quiet home in Calvary. 

There have been few . sadder funerals in St. 
Louis than that of young Phil. Krieger, al- 
though two years aga po young man stood 
higher in the community or had a brighter 
future before him. Since the crash of the 
Broadway Bank he has been tanveling the 
downward rond with fearful rapidity. 
When ruin first stared him 
in the face he attempred 
snicide but was unsuccessful. Then he came 
back to town and gave himself 5 to the 
authorities. While in jail awaiting his trial 
he again tried to take his life. Liberated, he 
first attempted to kill himself with whisky, 
confessedly drinking for no other purpose 
than oblivion. Ile found no band stretched 
out to him, no friend faithful but one, poor
